He told reporters 
that Justice De- 
partment agents 
“ignored the . ad- 
mitted facts” in 
absolving G-men of 
charges that they 
violated civil rights 
of 12 persons ar- Sen. Norris 
rested in Detroit

Displaying some of the fire that 
made him famous as one of the Sen- 
ate’s outstanding liberals, Sen.
